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“Charles Kratz has put the stripes upon 
himself by his flight,’’ said Circuit Attor- 
ney Folk, at 10:30 o’clock Monday morning, 
when the much-wanted defendant, accused 
of bribery, failed to appear in division No. 
9 of the Criminal Court. Kratz’s attorneys, 
Judge Thomas B. Harvey and T. T. Faun- 
tleroy, were in court at 9:80 o'clock and took 
seats at the counsel table, where they pa- 
tiently waited, as the minutes went by 
and the hour passed for Kratz’s appear- 
ance. The courtroom was well filled with 
an audience that was largely made up of 
politicians. Charles E. Gutke, one of the 
three witnesses, on account of whose ab- 
sence the trial of Kratz was postponed, ar- 
rived in the courtroom at 10:15, consulted 
with Kratz’s attorney and left the court. 
Harry Faulkner, member of the House of 
Delegates, who is under indictment for per- 
jury in connection with the Suburban fran- 
chise boodle inquiry, had a prominent seat 
within the rail. 

As the hour for Kratz’s appearance ap- 
proached, all eyes were atternately turned 
on the outer door of the courtroom and the 
clock. Small bets were made on the poss!- 
bility of his coming. Odds were given that 
he would not come, although there were 
hopeful ones who, despite the possibilities, 
still expected him to appear. It was re- 
ported that Chief Desmond had received a 
telephone message at 4 o'clock Monday 
morning that Kratz would surely be in 
court. 

Judge Harvey 

Protests Ignorance. 

Some person telephoned Mr. Folk that 
Judge Harvey had. left the Commercial 
building at 9 o'clock to nmreet Kratz, but 
evidently he did not, for he was in the 
courtroom a half hour later protesting that 
he did not know where Kratz was and had 
not seen him. Mr. Fauntleroy said he has 
not seen Kratz since last Thursday. 

Monday is general term day, and the 
judges of all courts were. at the court- 
heuse, hence the hour for opening court 
was advanced an hour. This gave Kratz 
an hour of grace and his friend declared 
that he would not be wanting when court 
opened. 

Considerable amusement was created by a 
pun in German slang that passed around, 
“Kratz has ausgekratzt,”’ or ‘‘skipped out,"’ 
with the accent on the Kratz. 

‘Kratz has confessed his gullt,’’ said Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk. ‘‘I will press the for- 
feiture and the payment of his bond. I 
have offered a reward of $800 for Kratz’s 
arrest, $300 of this by the state and $600 
from a fund at my disposal. I would 
rather see Kratz tried, convicted and sent 
to the penitentiary, but his filght proves 
our contention of his guilt.’’ 

Kratz’s possible whereabouts came in for 
considerable discussion among the people 
in cotirt. Two possibilities were presented, 
that he had started for El Paso to join the 
St. Loulsa colony in Mexico, the other that 
he had gone to New Orleans to ship for 
Europe, his ultimate destination being 
Switzerland, has native country. 

Eleven o'clock arrived and Judge Ryan 
entered the courtroom and court was de- 
clared in session—still Kratz was wanting.

Circuit Attorney Folk Declares That He Has 
Confessed His Guilt by His Absence. 


SPECIALJURY DISMISSED BY JUDGERYAN 


Very shortly after that I was confined to 
my bed; then I went to Mountain Valley for 
two weeks. Mr. Fauntleroy on the preced- 
ing Thursday had made an appointment 
with Kratz and saw him making an agree- 
ment to meet him the following Saturday. 
He did not appear. On Monday we had ar 
interview with hig bondsman and sent a 
note to Kratz’s house by a trusted mes- 
senger, a clerk in my office, urging Kratz 
to be present at my office Tuesday morning. 
He did not come, but his wife sent back 
word that he would. The day following he 
did not come. We then had his bondsman 
try to find him. That has been our course 
from da'y to day during the past week. We 
have not found him nor have we 
been able to hear from him. Last 
Saturday Mr. Fauntleroy and my- 
self went to his house personally 
in order to find out if possible if Kratz 
was in the city. His wife hesitated to talk 
about him and his absence. . She said he 
was uptown somewhere. She would not say 
when she had last seen him. She was chary 
abbut talking at all. She said that on Sat- 
urday morning he had left the house and 
gone to the city. I state most positively 
that his counsel have no information as to 
where Mr. Kratz is, or when he may have 
left the city, as seems to be the case.’’ 

‘Kratz was in my office every day until 
last Thursday,’’ Mr. Fauntleroy stated to 
the court. ‘I told him then that it was 
necessary for me to be out of town on a 
case for a day or two and instructed him to 
be in the office Saturday evening or Sunday 
morning. I have not seen him or heard 
from him since last Thursday, a week ago, 
at 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon, although at 
that time he promised to see me Saturday 
evening or Sunday morning. T am as much 
surprised as anyone that the is gone.”’

Sent for Him 
Several Times. 


“We have sent for him several times,”’ 
responded Judge Harvey. ‘‘He was in this 
courtroom last Friday and stated then that 
he knew nothing about Kratz’s where- 
abouts. Apparently he was surprised that 
Kratz could not be found. He said that he 
had heard that Kratz was ill. That is all 
we know of him.’ 

“Summon Gottlieb Eyermann ‘and Mrs. 
Charles Kratz to be in this court at 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning withcut fail,’’ 
Judge Ryan said to the sheriff. 

“Your honor,’ said Mr. Folk, ‘‘Charles 
Kratz left St. Louls Thursday evening after 
his interview in the office of hie counsel. 
However, I have hopes of arresting his 
flight and bringing him back for trial. Of- 
ficers are after him. working on a trail that 
may lead to his capture. I would request 
that the special jury in this case be ex- 
cused until April 21." 

Judge Ryan excused the special jury as 
requested. 

In the audience that slowly teft the court- 
room there was a general expression of “I 
told you 30."" There was a feeling that 
none cf the indicted ones who could escape 
triai by any means would face a jury, for 
the reason that many men of influence, as 
yet unsmirched, would be tuo deeply af- 
fected by the testimony sure to ve brought 
out hy the state in the trials. The absence 
of Kratz according to many who were pres- 
ent, was a foregone conclusion, aad they 
predicted that he would never be brought 
to trial in St. Louts.

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TO ELIMINATE THE VICIOUS. 


The Post-Dispatch believes that the opportunity to better the 
municipal government by eliminating the vicious elements in the 
city legislature should be improved through a revision of the 
charter. Under the present system of electing the House of 
Delegates from wards so arranged as to concentrate and increase 
the power of hoodlum politicians a dishonest combine is prac- 
tically a cértaiaty. 

But as the Post-Dispatch has pointed out, under the best pos- 
sible moce of election and form of government the final respon- 
sibility rests with tne people. All that was gained towards the 
redemption of St. Louis within the past year was due to the 
election of honest and fearless men to office. The people must 
take hold and destroy the power of corrupt machines and their 
bosses. . 

Party government has been a failure for the most part in this 
city. Reforms have been spasmodic and of short duration. The 
lack of popular confidence in either of the leading parties is 
shown by the light registration for the primaries under the new 
law. Less than one-third of the voters of the city have regis- 
tered for the wriimary election, because the voters know that as 
a rule they are met at the primaries with a hopeless combina- 
tion of delegates by which the bosses win, regardless of the 
result. 

So'long as party government endures and the present mode of 
selecting candidates continues, the voters must make a deter- 
mined effort to control their parties. They should register, put 
up delegations ard vote, so that there may be good candidates 
to choose from. The voters can control the conventions if they 
will do the work.

If candidates were nominated at 
the primaries diréctly by the voters, the result would depend 
wholly upon the voters. With a full registration the nominatians 
could be controlled.

But the voters must control the government. While parties 
run the,elections. the voters must control the parties. They 
must demand reform methods. They must secure needed amend- 
menis to the charter. They must vote down every bad can 
didate and smash every corrupt machine or combine.

The April report of the Kansas state 
board of agriculture caused wheat to open 
higher Monday. The report places the con- 
dition of wheat at 70 per cent. The area 
which was 5,883, at the outset, has 
been reduced 1, cres by drouth, mak- 
ing the area 400,000 less than last year. 
The condition of the sas crop last year 
was placed at 105. 

The drouth in the winter wheat belt 


which continued from last fall until March 
did a great deal of damage which favorable 
weather has not been able to entirely offset. 
Besides the loss in Kansas the growing 
plant in Oklahoma, Texas and Kentuoky 
y aed suffered. Northwest points reported 
mage from drouth and cold weather. 
Despite these damage reports crop experts 
have figured out that the growing plant is 
now in excellent condition and that the 
improvement and increased acreage in 
other states outside of Kansas, Texas and 
Oklahoma would warrant a crop as large 
as last year’s. These favorable estimates 
caused wheat and corn to lose 
ail the opening gains before’ the 
close. The bears raided the market. May 
wheat declined to 77%c and July to 69% 
4c. May corn dropped from 59c,—the 
nigh point, to 58c, July declined 1\4c from 
B9%ec to S8%c.
